The archdiocese said it was 
pleased to have avoided criminal 
or dvtl charges. “The archdiocese 
has consistently maintained that 
time was no basis tor a criminal 
prosecution,” the archdiocese said 
in a statement "By reaching a res¬ 
olution and avoiding a prolonged 
and costly dispute, we can devote 
our energies and resources toward

For Law and Bulger, it’s about power 


THE STORIES of the cardinal who 
protected sexually predatory 
priests and the university presi¬ 
dent who protected a violent 
gangster brother boiled over in a 
poisonous brew last week. It was 
ugly, that’s for sure. 

' But the ugliness^uiydunding 
Cardin al BerngrefLaw andUnh,—- 
versi tv of M«t§sanhus5r.s pre sident. 
William Bulgetls we llworth pon- 
dering, no jrfktter how much it 
hurts the eyes or turns the stom¬ 
ach. In it lie truths about the past 
— and lessons for the future. 

; Law and Bulger each chose 
family — the family of priests in 
Law’s case, ahrother in Bulger’s — 
over victims and their families. 
Each defined loyalty in the nar¬ 
rowest, most parochial way, as in 
loyalty to an individual rather 
than to a higher authority, be it to 


God or the rule of law. Each used 
love as an excuse to coddle wrong¬ 
doers and, indeed, to protect 
criminals from the consequences 
of their alleged crimes. 

Law and Bulger each chose a 
path; each is responsible for the 
path he chose. But those decisions 
did not happen in avacuum. They 
were made with a certain under¬ 
standing of the local culture — its 
love of power, its tolerance for 
moral corruption amongst the 
powerful, and its willingness to 
keep silent about it. 

The Rev. James D. Foley, the 
priest who fathered two children 
with a woman who later died of a 
drug overdose after going to bed 
with him, put the understanding 
in writing. In a 1994- letter to Bish¬ 
op John McCormack, atop aide to 
Law, Foley asked: “How can the 


church suffer scandal from an epi¬ 
sode that will never possibly he re¬ 
vealed? Who will reveal it? The 
cardinal?” ; ■ 

Foley could not envision cir¬ 
cumstances that would lead to the; 
headline published last week on j 
the front page of The Boston 1( 

Globe: “Cleric had 2 children, kept 
status.” And it is safe to assume j 
that up until ayear ago. Law couldi 
not envision such circumstances 
either —not because people did ’ 
not know, but because he was 
confident people would not talk. ; 

No one on the inside would I 
talk; and no one on the outside 
would ever have enough standing 
to get legitimate attention and . 
generate outrage. That was the 
underlying assumption with every 
predatory priest the cardinal pro¬ 
tected, and with every sexual

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/ abuse victim he ignored, 
r To know this city is to know its' 

strongest allegiance is not to 
truth, or even to money. It is to 
power and access to the powerful. 

' Veiyfewmenorwomenarewill- 
ing to speak up against wrongdo- 
ing, as long as the wrongdoer re¬ 
tains power, through access to 
, other powerful people. 

Overthepastyear, Law’s pow¬ 
er was stripped, headline by head¬ 
line. Finally sensing weakness, his 
fellow powerbrokers turned on 
him. Nowthe power-worshipping 
! crew that once lined up to pay him 
homage at his annual garden 
party is scattered. But it stands 
ready, at the drop of a cardinal’s' 
hat, to line up to kiss his succes¬ 
sor's ring. 

The powerbrokers have not 
turned en masse against Bulger. 


The former Senate president 
appeared last week before a con¬ 
gressional committee inyestigat- 
ingthe FBI’s relatkmgfrig' 
fu gitive brot}jej#fames “Whitey” 
Bulger 

fer being summoned by sub¬ 
poena, William Bulger cited his 
rights under the constitution and 
refused to answer any questions 
about Whitey, who is accused of 
murdering 22 men and women.

The city’s political, business 
and academic power barons are 
mostly quiet in the aftermath of 
Friday’s dramatic showdown.

In the 
meantime, the old Boston is not 
going gently. As it fights for sur¬ 
vival, it clings to power in the 
highest sanctums of church and 
state.

He was among the small circle of ultra high-octane Boston 
Catholics who answered a distress call from their cardinal in 
February. 

It was a conclave of bankers and lawyers, medii moguls and 
former pols. Bad news had engulfe d Cardinal Bernard Law and 
the archdiocese like some flesh-eating bacteria/And if the power 
brokers summoned to the chancery understood anything ... it 
was all the residual effects of bad news. 

Ten months ago, Cardinal Law tamed to his powerful friends, 
hoping they might enlighten him on the fine art of damage 
control

“I can recall Bulgej/going on about how 
devastating the PR/was," said one source, 
who spoke undtt a grant of anonymity. 
“Law had this look on his face, as if he 
couldn’t grasp Bulger’s urgency as to how 
bad everything looked. 

“When Bulger asked Law how deep the

issue went;” the gentleman recalled, “Law said something about 
pedophilia being no different in the priesthood than the rest of 
society at large. It was pretty obvious, to just about everyone in 
the room, that Bulger wasn’t buying it Oh, yeah, Fd say he 
(Bulger) was pretty animated. 

“I saw the account in the paper, where Bulger is quoted telling 
Law that (the priest sex abuse scandal) was a disaster. I don’t 
have a specific recollection of him using that word. But it’s 
possible, because like I said, Bulger was more animated than the 
rest of us.” 

Infinitely more animated, no doubt than he was two weeks 
ago in a downtown courtroom, when silence was Billy’s re¬ 
sponse to a pending disaster. Talk about the pot calling the kettle 

Without taking a thing away from the scandal Law helped to 
enable and perpetuate, Billy Bulger has got to be the last person 
on the face of the universe to reach for a pebble, to say nothing 
of lobbing moral stones. 

Perhaps if Bernard Law had been raised closer to where the 
late-CardmlCushing came from — those Southie streets where 
' ."yfhitev Bulgerta nleashed 30 years of physical and sexual abuse 
— our fallen cardinal might’ve been able to put Billy in his place 
with a simple: “You’ve got.some nerve,” 
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There is no small amount of symmetry between a disgraced 
cardinal who protected predatory priests by shuffling them 
throughout his archdiocese and a former Senate President who 
protected his predatory gangster brother by making sure Whitey 
was Shuffled into the protective embrace of a morally bankrupt 
FBI agent. “You know, when I think about all that’s happened 
since we met that day at the chancery,” the source said, ‘Tm kind 
of blown away by the sad irony of it all. 

“In the end, I’d have to call both these men, Law and Bulger, 
enablers,” he said. “I think of them both as unfinished men. For 
all of their so-called intellect, they are not nearly as smart as they 
wotild have you believe.” Enabler? Lately, plenty of people have 
used harsher words to describe the role the cardinal and the 
UMass president played in their respective disasters. Words like 
co-conspirator come to mind. 

Actually, it’s perfectly appropriate that Billy Bulger would 
become visibly outraged at someone of the cardinal’s rank being 
run over by an express train of bad press. After all, the single 
thread linking both their sagas is control. 

In the ecumenical circle Bernard Law once dominated, you 
don’t become a prince of the church without knowing how to 
exercise control. 

Likewise, in the halls of the State House or the gin joints of 
Southie, you don’t get to rule as the Bulger brothers once did 
without controlling everyone and everything. 

Ultimately, my source did not know what advice, if any, Billy 
Bulger gave to Bernard Law. It’s hard to imagine Billy ever 
urging Law to fall on his crosier. Then again, Billy wasn’t stuck 
with some 150,000 pages of sex crimes and twisted desires. He 
doesn’t have to worry about rebel priests, or an empowered laity. 

Yes, there’s at least 21 people we know Whitey killed. There’s 
the fortune he made moving drugs and breaking legs. Yes, there’s 
the unethical legal advice Billy gave his fugitive brother to stay 
out on the lam. You know, if a cop should die trying to take 
Whitey in, Billy will play Pontius Pilate. 

But for now, Billy has been blessed with something the car¬ 
dinal did not have: sheep masquerading as a board of trustees. 

In time, however, they may grow as sick and tired as the pope.

Recent media reports have asserted that the Federal Bureau of Investigation was directed to 
investigate and compile a report on certain groups opposed to abortion. One of the groups said to 
have been investigated was the National Conference of Catholic Bishops and United States Catholic 
Conference, a religious organization that has vehemently opposed abortion and all criminal violence. 
This kind of activity by the government, if true, is shocking and offensive and, again if true, warrants 
an explanation and an apology. In order to establish the facts, we make this request. 


On behalf of the National Catholic Conference of Bishops and the United States Catholic 
Conference, the undersigned makes the following Freedom of Information Act request. Pursuant 
to the Freedom of Information Act (“FOlA”), 5 U.S.C. §552 et seq., and its regulations, we hereby 
request from the Department of Justice, and all of its subordinate organizations or sub-agencies, 
including but not limited to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the following: copies of all 
correspondence, memoranda, documents, and records of any kind or type whatsoever, that refer or 
relate in any way to:

Pursuant to the FOIA, if any portions of the requested documents are claimed to be protected 
from disclosure, those portions which are not claimed to be so protected should be provided to the 
undersigned. This should be done prior to the conclusion of the statutory period for response. In 
addition, under the FOIA there is a requirement to produce the segregable portions of documents 
which are not claimed to be protected from disclosure, as well as a list (“Vaughn Index”) that 
indicates by date, author, general subject matter, and claim(s) of protection(s) from disclosure, those 
documents, or portions thereof, which have been withheld or not provided. Vaughn v. Rosen, 484

Immediate release of the requested inf ormation is in the public interest because disclosure of the 
records would contribute to the public’s understanding of activities of government in that their 
disclosure will clarify numerous assertions made in the national news media concerning purported 
investigations of religious groups and leaders, as described above.
